Our question this week is under 
the heading “Does Your School 
Provide 
Favorable 
Environm ent 
for Teaching and Learning0” 
Are classes sm all enough to in­ 
sure individual attention to e a c h 
child0 
Has your child the opportunity to 
take part, to ask questions, to get 
needed help from the teacher? 
We have not, as yet. reached the 
point where we are able to provide 
what we believe to be the m ost 
favorable teaeher-pupil ratio. That 
is. we feel that our class size is 
still a little too large in s o m e 
schools and some subjects. How­ 
ever. we are considerably better in 
this respect than we were several 
years ago and very few of o u r 
classes can be considered badly 
crowded. We try to keep the first 
grade enrollm ent under 30 pupils 
per room. In m ost cases we a r e 
able to do this. We hope eventual­ 
ly to bring this down to not m ore 
than 25 pupils per room in t h e 
lower grades. Most of our lower 
grade rooms are not in excess of 
32 pupils per room. Some upper 
grade class rooms have as high as 
35 per teacher, although several 
are also considerably under t h a t 
num ber. 
High school classes range from 
12 to 38 }>er class with m ost class­ 
es about 23 students per teacher. 
We would like to keep m ost of 
these classes under 25 per teacher 
although it is entirely possible to 
teach up to 100 pupils in some 
particular class activities at tim es 
while at other tim es it would be 
desirable to have not m ore than 
two or three pupils per teacher 
in some other area of work. We 
feel that there should be m o r e 


I 


flexibility in the high school due 
to the type of subject m atter being 
taught 
there. 
For 
exam ple, 
it 
! would be possible for a teacher to 
do an effective job of teaching cer- 
j tain social studies or academ ic sub 
! jects to as m any as 100 pupils 
i while again to use another exam - 
| pie, 
certain experim ents in sci- 
} ence should involve not m ore than 
two or three students working un­ 
der the direction of a teacher. 


In general, classes are sm all en­ 
ough that each child has the op­ 
portunity to take p art in the class 
discussion, to ask questions and to 
get needed help from the teacher. 
This is, of course, encouraged in 
all classes and teachers are speci­ 
fically instructed to consider all of 
their teaching from the individual 
standpoint and to give as m u c h 
help to those children who need 
special 
attention 
as 
they 
can. 
Again, we could do this better if 
classes w ere som ewhat sm aller. 
We think that the grouping of pu­ 
pils 
according to their learning 
rate is helpful in this situation. 
This is done in the upper grades 
and the high school. 
To sum m arize, we have a few 
classes where we think we have 
too 
m a n y 
students per teacher. 
Probably som e im provem ent could 
be m ade in the ma.ioritv of classes, 
however, in general we cannot say 
that our teacher-pupil ratio (that 
is the num ber of pupils per teach­ 
e r' is badlv out of line. Im prove­ 
m ents can be m ade, of course, on­ 
ly when we have additional build­ 
ing space and the money to em ­ 
ploy the extra teachers required. 
We are working tow ard that end 
and believe that the people of the 
com m unity want im provem ent i n 
this as well as other areas of the 
school.
